New Ruling on Counting Sunday 
School and Y.P.E. Attendance 
When Emergency Conditions Arise 


The following ruling was established in 
the November 16, 1959, meeting of the 
National Sunday School and Youth Board. 

“It was moved that we adopt an ‘emer- 
gency service’ provision for the Sun- 
day School and Y.P.E. This provision 
will give the Sunday School or Y.P.E. 
the right to appeal to the State Over- 
seer and State Sunday School and 
Youth Director to exclude the attend- 
ance of the ‘emergency service’ from 
their average monthly attendance if, 
as a result of extreme weather condi- 
tions, epidemics, or acts of God: 

1. It is impossible to conduct the Sun- 
day School or Y.P.E. session. 

2. The attendance of the Sunday 
School or Y.P.E, session is off 75% 
of the attendance for the previous 
quarter. 

3. The appeal is made immediately 
(within 1 week). 

Further, that this ruling be made retro- 

active to July 1, 1959. 

(Note: Churches will be privileged to 

check over their reports from July 1, 

1959, and to request any proper adjust- 

ment.) —O. W. Polen

kingdom of heaven. Who- 
soever therefore shall hum- 
ble himself as this little 
child, the same is greatest 
in the kingdom of heaven,” 
Matthew 18:4.

“Be ye therefore follow- 
ers of God, as dear chil- 
dren; And walk in love, as 
Christ also hath loved us, 
and hath given himself for 
us an offering and a sacri- 
fice to God for a sweet- 
smelling savour,” Ephesians 
§:2, 2. 

* * * 

“Wherefore gird up the 

loins of your mind, be so- 
ber, and hope to the end 
for the grace that is to be 
brought unto you at the 
revelation of Jesus Christ; 
As obedient children, not 
fashioning yourselves ac- 
cording to the former lusts 
in your ignorance,” 1 Peter 
1:13, 14. 

The one thing that we must keep 
in mind is that the Lord makes a 
clear distinction between child- 
likeness and childishness. We are 
admonished to be childlike and are 
enjoined from being childish. The 
trouble is that many reverse the 
order, never attaining the childlike 
qualities they need but always liv- 


ing as childish and petulant Chris- 
tians. In matters of (1) faith (2) 
forgiveness and (3) obedience we 
must be like children who by in- 
stinctive nature have faith, who 
rarely hold a grudge but forgives 
readily, and who through training 
find it easy to obey. 

Even in the early Church, some 
of the Christians in Corinth had 
confused the order, so Paul wrote 
to them, “Brethren, be not children 
in understanding: howbeit in mal- 
ice be ye children, but in under- 
standing be men,” 1 Corinthians 
14:20. 

In understanding and in grace 
we must grow into adulthood. 


“But grow in grace, and 
in the knowledge of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus 


Christ. To him be glory 
both now and for ever,” 
2 Peter 3:18.

“That we henceforth be 
no more children, tossed to 
and fro, and carried about 
with every wind of doctrine, 
by the sleight of men, and 
cunning craftiness, where- 
by they lie in wait to de- 
ceive; But speaking the 
truth in love, may grow up 
into him in all _ things, 
which is the head, even 
Christ,” Ephesians 4:14, 15. 


When we do not grow in under- 
standing and in grace there is 
something fundamentally wrong 
with our spiritual lives. Too many 
in the churches today are spirit- 
ually retarded. They have been 
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converted for many years but are 
no farther along in the Christian 
life than when they first began. 
They are not able to teach and in- 
struct and encourage the younger 
Christians because they themselves 
must still be led. 

Just as a parent is distressed to 
see the mental retardation or the 


physical malformity of his child, 


so are elders in the Lord grieved 
to see spiritual childishness. They 
may continue to pet, cajole and 
nurse the childish ones (just as a 
parent would do) but they are dis- 
tressed when they do not see the 
proper development. 

Speaking of his spiritual life, 
Paul said that he himself had to 
pass through a period of spiritual 
infancy and adolescence into man- 
hood. 


“When I was a child, I 
spake as a child, I under- 
stood as a child, I thought 
as a child: but when I be- 
came a man, I put away 
childish things,” 1 Corin- 
thians 13:11. 


How sad it is that some never fol- 
low the example of Paul in becom- 
ing men and putting away childish 
things. 

Any young Christian should be 
able to look at an older Christian 
with genuine respect and confi- 
dence. They should be able to go to 
those who have been converted for 
a long time for counsel and guid- 
ance and strength. Instead, how- 
ever, many of those who should be 
teaching younger Christians are 
still having to be taught. Those who 
should have become steadfast in 
grace and faith are the shaky and 
feeble ones. Many of those who 
should exercise greatest faith in 
time of difficulty actually have 
least faith of all. The simple truth 
is that many older Christians can- 
not help the younger ones because 
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they have never matured them- 
selves. It is with them as it was 
with the Corinthians, to whom Paul 
wrote. 


“And I, brethren, could 
not speak unto you as un- 
to spiritual, but as unto 
carnal, even as unto babes 
in Christ. I have fed you 
with milk, and not with 
meat: for hitherto ye were 
not able to bear it, neither 
yet now are ye able,’ 1 
Corinthians 3:1, 2. 


They are still on a diet of milk 
when they should be on a diet of 
meat. They are still babes when 
they should be adults. 


“For when for the time 
ye ought to be teachers, ye 
have need that one teach 
you again which be the 
first principles of the ora- 
cles of God; and are be- 
come such as have need 
of milk, and not of strong 
meat. For every one that 
useth milk is unskilful in 
the word of righteousness: 
for he is a babe. But strong 
meat belongeth to them 
that are of full age, even 
those who by reason of use 
have their senses exercised 
to discern both good and 
evil,” Hebrews 5:12-14. 


Some persons are too childish to 
appreciate or even comprehend 
the depth and the truth of God’s 
way. They live on the shallow and 
the superficial, the spectacular and 
the sensational. A childish Chris- 
tian never learns to appreciate or 
even understand deep preaching 
from the Word of God, the truly 
spiritual workings of God, or even 
the actual nature of God. A child- 
ish Christian must be entertained 
or he will lose interest, he must be 
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petted or he will fall by the way- 
side, for he lives in a world of 
childish emotions and sensations. 
We must also remember that child- 
ishness in the Lord is only a step 
away from carnality and worldli- 
ness. 

You are becoming a mature 
Christian if you are growing in 
knowledge of Him. You are grow- 
ing up if you are no longer satis- 
fied by a worship diet of superficial 
and sensational emotionalism. You 
are growing up if your faith is in- 
creasing instead of diminishing. 
You are growing up if you have 
passed from the selfishness of per- 
sonal desire and now wish only the 
will of God and the good of His 
kingdom. You are growing up if 
you are progressing to a deeper and 
more wonderful understanding of 
God’s sovereignty and His relation- 
ship with man. You are growing up 
if you are no longer shaken in your 
own faith when you see other men 
falter. You are growing up if your 
life is settled on the Word of God 
and you are no longer easily dis- 
turbed by adverse doctrines that 
fall upon your ears. You are grow- 
ing up if you are fully willing and 
able to take your share of responsi- 
bility and duty in His service and 
in His cause. You are growing up 
if you are able to establish your- 
self in His truth rather than lean- 
ing always upon the strength of 
others. 

The one thing that all of us are 
admonished to do is to grow up. If 
we do not, then we are sick. In all 
reality, it would be worse to be 
spiritually retarded than to be 


physically or mentally handi- 
capped.

physical beauty is one of the 

most admired and envied gifts 
bestowed upon man, for it is re- 
freshingly pleasing to behold beau- 
ty in its perfection. Yet from the 
beginning when God saw that “it 
was very good” until the present, 
unproportionate importance has 
been placed on that which meets 
the eye. 

Encouraging to us who did not 
happen to be endowed with unusual 
comeliness and charm, however, is 
the fact that while man’s concepts 
of beauty are subject to change 
according to the fads, whims, and 
fancies in vogue, God’s remain as 
stable and immutable as His very 
Word. By the criteria of man, Jesus 
Himself “hath no form nor come- 
liness ... there is no beauty that 
we should desire of him,” while 
God says of Him, “Thou art fairer 
than the children of men.” 

God’s principles and man’s rea- 
soning very often operate contrari- 
wise. God says that if a man would 
be exalted, let him abase himself; 
let him that is greatest be servant 
of all. To a rich man who would 
inherit the kingdom of heaven, He 
said to sell all and distribute to 
the poor. It is needless to say that 
man, in order to accomplish these 
ends, would naturally commence in 
the opposite direction. And so it is 
with God’s beautifying process. 
One of the surest ways of invoking 
the beauty of the Lord upon us 
is to forget ourselves and to dil- 
igently seek that which is beautiful 
in everyone else. 

Beauty, as man reckons it, is 
possessed by a fortunate few, but 
God has provided that “whosoever 
will” may partake of His beauty 
treatment. Furthermore, a specialty 
of the Lord’s beauty formula is that 
“our uncomely parts have more 
abundant comeliness” (1 Corinthi- 
ans 12:23). 


g T IS LITTLE wonder that 


Aesthetically, great value has 
always been placed on the pleasing 
eyes. God also places emphasis on 
the eye but in a different way. 
Whether or not the beauty of the 
Lord wells up in our eyes depends 
upon what is reflected in them and 
what is seen through them. Very 
true is the statement that we see 
what we want to see. Precisely for 
this reason it is that God’s first 
step in beautifying our eyes is to 
reach into our heart and change 
its outlook. Under the Master’s 
anointing, it is amazing to see how 
quickly the self-revealing lines of 
sadness, hate, anger, and vengeance 
are replaced by reflections of seren- 
ity, compassion, understanding, 
tenderness, and tranquility. Fur- 
ther, when the beauty of the Lord 
shines through our eyes we are 
more apt to see others through 
their own eyes and to behold the 
world through the eyes of Jesus. 


When the beauty of the Lord 
possesses us, we become aware of 
the fact that we have ears, and 
though they are rarely conspicuous, 
they are very important members 
of a beautiful whole. Very often we 
encounter adept talkers, but it 
seems that much of their skill is 
wasted, for everywhere abound lis- 
teners with “ears heavy, that they 
cannot hear.” The world is pleading 
for someone who will come out of 
himself for awhile and lend a ready 
ear to someone whose greatest need 
is a good listener. Only the Lord 
is able to beautify our ears with 
the stepped-up sensitivity and alert- 
ness to let us know just who that 
person is that has need of our 
ears. 

Our tongues, too, must be doused 
in the beauty of the Lord. A very 
intriguing study is that of the 
words of Jesus. Our Lord never 
used superfluous, insincere words 
of praise; neither did He fail to 


correct, rebuke, or even offend if 
a basic principle were involved. 
Much too often we envy the smooth- 
tongued person who rattles on with 
mellifluous triteness trying not to 
hurt or offend, when a more ideal 
goal would be to use our tongues 
only when we have something to 
say. How beautiful the tongue 
which knows the value of a word 
fitly spoken! God teach us the art 
of seasoning our words with sin- 
cerity that they might have a savor 
more like the words which fell from 
the lips of Jesus. 


Much of the praise concerning 
hands in the Bible goes to those 
that were kept busy in ministering. 
Neither the gracious lady of Prov- 
erbs 31 who “layeth her hands to 
the spindle,” nor Dorcas who con- 
secrated her needle to God in be- 
half of the poor and needy would 
have won any “fair-hands” contest, 
but premiums much more valuable 
were awarded them. The children 
of the virtuous woman of Proverbs 
rose up and called her blessed, and 
the love for Dorcas in the hearts 
of those whom she ‘served was so 
great that they refused to be com- 
forted when she breathed no more. 
Besides, even as the woman who 
anointed the body of Jesus with 
precious ointment, they have these 
things which they have done, told 
as a memorial to them. Considering 
then that the Lord looks upon the 
busy hands as the beautiful hands, 
there is a beauty formula in the 
Bible which is sure to do the trick 
for us: “Whatsoever thy hand find- 
eth to do, do it with thy might” 
(Ecclesiastes 9:10). 

Who in the world but the Lord 
would say that “beautiful are the 
feet of them that preach the gospel 
of peace” (Romans 10:15)? To the 
human eye there is certainly no- 
thing beautiful about travel-weary, 
calloused feet, and yet if the Lord 
says that anything as inelegant as 
a traveler’s feet is beautiful, then 
we must certainly conclude that 
God reckons beauty by a code all 
His own. And He does. 

The key to God’s beauty code is 
found in 1 Samuel 16:7: “For the 
Lord seeth not as man seeth; for 
man looketh on the outward ap- 
pearance, but the Lord looketh on 
the heart.”

I also found much spiritual help 
from reading other books by out- 
standing men of God. It was dur- 
ing this time, while praying about 
building a new church here at 
Roanoke Rapids, that God spoke to 
me and told me that before we 
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started a building fund for the new 
church, He wanted us to raise 
$1,000 for missions. I knew that the 
Lord had spoken, and I was not 
afraid. However, I felt that the 
church was not quite ready for the 
announcement. I told them that 
God had spoken to me about mis- 
sions, and that when I felt that 
they were ready, I would tell them 
what He wanted us to do. I kept 
praying, and when I felt led of 
the Lord, I announced a missions 
service for the following Sunday. 
Rev. Phillip Genetti was conduct- 
ing evangelistic services at the 
church. I asked him to preach on 
missions that Sunday morning and 
he said he would be delighted to do 
so. He preached a wonderful ser- 


mon under the anointing of the 
Holy Ghost. After the message I 
gave the people an opportunity to 
give. The offering was over $1,300. 
Then I told them what the Lord 
had said to me before that, and 
they all wept and praised God to- 
gether. They were convinced that 
He had ordered the service and 
their giving. We rejoiced together, 
for we felt that the will of God 
had been done. Right after that 
one of the members paid $1,372.50 
in tithes, and we started the new 
church building fund. (The new 
church has been built and dedi- 
cated. We had the first service in 
it July 12, 1959.) 

It was during this time of spe- 
cial consecration that I read Rev. 
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Charles W. Conn’s history of the 
church, Like a Mighty Army. I had 
been a member of the Church of 
God for over eighteen years, yet 
this book so stirred me that I was 
compelled to re-evaluate the 
church. In my prayer room one 
day, while meditating on the 
church and its great program, I 
began to sing the words that came 
to be the first stanza of the song, 
“Like a Mighty Army.” At first I 
did not realize it, but I was soon 
convinced that the inspiration I 
received from reading Brother 
Conn’s book by the same title had 
much to do with my writing the 
song. 

I was still deeply concerned with 
the foreign missions program of 
the church. When I came to the 
last verse of the song and began to 
write these words: “We will take 
her message far across the sea, tell 
each fallen brother Christ doth 
make men free, ...” I was made 
to know that God is still concerned 
with what the church is doing to- 
ward evangelizing the world. For, 
as I sang those words, the Holy 
Ghost came upon me and let me 
know that this work had His ap- 
proval. I think I put more prayer 
into this song than any I have 
written. 

It seemed quite a coincidence 
that I finished the song while the 
General Assembly (1956) was in 
session. When I had finished it, I 
showed it to Vep Ellis, who has giv- 
en me much help and encourage- 
ment not only with this song but 
with a number of others as well. 
After some minor editing, he hand- 
ed it back to me with these words: 
“C. S., this is the greatest thing 
you have written.” I felt very un- 
worthy, but also very grateful for 
his opinion. I am also grateful to 
Edward Williams for his help in 
arranging the harmony, and to 
A. T. Humphries, who organized a 
group of young men and sang 
“Like a Mighty Army” on youth 
night at that Assembly. 

May I offer my heartfelt thanks 
to the people throughout the 
church for the kind way you have 
received the songs that I have of- 
fered. If God can use them to bless 
His--people, I will count it great 
reward.

President Urged to Raise 
Spanish Protestant Issue 
With Pope 

WASHINGTON, DC. (EP)— 
POAU (Protestants and Other 
Americans United for Separation of 
Church and State) has urged Pres- 
ident Eisenhower to ask Pope John 
XXIII to help restore liberty to 
Spanish Protestants. 

In a letter to the President, Dr. 
Glenn Archer, Executive Director of 
POAU, suggested that both the 
Vatican and Gen. Franco be faced 
with this question: “Why do you 
jointly suppress religious freedom 
for non-Catholics in Spain?” 

Wrote Dr. Archer: “We believe 
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that such a question is relevant, 
for Pope John is titular head of 
the largest denomination in the 
United States and Gen. Franco is 
a political ally of the U.S. who has 
received hundreds of millions of 
dollars in direct benefits from our 
taxpayers.” 

“As heads of the Vatican and 
Spanish states,’ Dr. Archer ob- 
served, “these two supreme leaders 
co-operate in carrying out the 
terms of the Vatican-Spanish con- 
cordat of 1953, under which no 
public manifestations of non- 
Catholic worship are permitted.” 

He pointed out that “even our 
Protestant chaplains in the armed 
forces in Spain are instructed not 


to make contact with Spanish 
Protestants because of Franco’s 
hostility to non-Catholic faiths.” 
He expressed his own belief that 
“a word from Pope John XXIII to 
Gen. Franco could restore to both 
Protestants and Jews in Spain 
those freedoms which American 
Catholics as well as Protestants and 
Jews, so sincerely relish.” 


Cigarette Spending Double 
That for Churches in ‘59 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP)—Total 
gifts to United States churches 
added up to a little more than $3 
billion this year, but over against 
this is the fact that Americans 
spent almost twice as much on 
cigarettes in 1959 as they contri- 
bute to their churches. 

According to U.S. Department of 
Agriculture figures, cigarette smok- 
ing once more is on the increase, 
and retail purchases totaled near- 
ly $6 billion in 1959. 

For the first time in history, 
women smoked more than \% of 
the 460 billion cigarettes consumed 
last year.

Pope’s Ecumenical 
Council Postponed 

ROME (EP)—Pope John’s Ecu- 
menical Council, scheduled for late 
1960, will not be held until the 
end of 1962 or the beginning of 
1963. The announcement was made 
at a press conference by Domenico 
Cardinal Tardini, Vatican Secre- 
tary of State, who is chairman of 
the council’s planning committee. 
Some 2,700 letters have been 
received to date, suggesting every- 
thing from new dogmas to con- 
demnations of modern heresies. 
They have come from cardinals, 
archbishops, bishops, and religious 
leaders all over the world. 


More on Mr. K. and Religion 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP)—Fol- 
lowing the Camp David talks be- 
tween President Eisenhower and 
Nikita S. Khrushchev, the Soviet 
Premier addressed a National Press 
Club news conference. During the 
conference, Mr. K was asked: 
“Those of us who went to the USSR 














with Vice President Nixon were 
surprised at the number of young 
people in church. If there is an 
increasing interest in religion, what 
will your attitude be toward the 
churches?” 

Mr. Khrushchev’s reply: “The 
question confirms the fact that we 
do have full freedom of conscience 
and religion in our country. The 
large number of young people in 
churches is perhaps partly ex- 
plained by the feeling of curiosity. 
Many of our young people hear 
about religion, about God, about the 
saints, about church ceremonies, 
and they have a curiosity about it. 
Even if each one of them goes to 
church only once, — are so nu- 
merous that the churches would be 
roe and the doors would never 
close...” 


NAE Publishes Press 
Relations Guidebook 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP)—The 
Office of Public Affairs of the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals 
here has announced publication of 
a helpful new guidebook, “Better 
Press Relations for Evangelical 
Churches.” 

Edited by Rev. Donald H. Gill, 
associate secretary of the Washing- 
ton office of the NAE, the 32-page 
booklet recommends that every 
church establish a public relations 
committee to study its approach to 
the public in its use of communi- 
cations media. It recommends that 
every pastor have one staff mem- 
ber or volunteer serving as his 
“press secretary.” 

The manual offers practical ad- 
vice on such subjects as how to 
write a press release, how to pre- 
pare copy for newspapers and 
radio stations, how to use photo- 
graphs of church events, and sim- 
ilar practical subjects. 


Anglican Missionary Reports 
“Visits” of Flying Saucer 


SYDNEY, Australia (EP) — Rev. 
William Gill, Anglican missionary 
just returned here from New 
Guinea, has reported that he saw 
human figures in a flying saucer 
in northern New Guinea. “With my 
own eyes,” says Gill, “I saw several 
human figures inside. 

“IT watched the four figures ap- 

ar on top of the saucer, and I 

ave no doubt that they were hu- 
man. Two of the figures seemed to 
be doing something near the cen- 
ter of the saucer. One of the fig- 
ures seemed to be standing look- 
in down at me. I waved to the 
figure and, to my surprise, he 
waved back. I flashed a torch and 





it apparently acknowledged by 
making several waving motions 
back and forth.” 


Presbyterian Women Hit 
Bible Ban in Schools 


MIAMI, Fla. (EP)—“Un-Ameri- 
can, un-Biblical, and undesirable,” 
that’s what women of the church, 
Everglades Presbytery of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the U.S. (South- 
ern), called efforts to stop Bible- 
reading, recitation of the Lord’s 
Prayer, and other religious prac- 
tices in the public schools here. 

A Miami circuit judge recently 
rejected a suit to stop such re- 
ligious exercises in Dade County 
Public Schools, but two similar suits 
await judgment. 

Said the women: “Of course, we 
realize some of the technical dif- 
ficulties in dealing with minority 
groups, and that the U.S. govern- 
ment technically and officially is 
not committed to the Bible and 
Christianity as a religion. However, 


the whole history of the American 
Republic and the very fabric of 
American life is founded upon 
Christianity and spiritual princi- 
ples. This includes the Constitution 
of the U.S.” 


Graham Warns Against 
New Era in Cynicism 


MONTREAT, N.C. (EP)—Back at 
home after a busy year of cru- 
sades, Evangelist Billy Graham 
warns that “we are in danger of 
entering an era of cynicism as we 
had in the 1920’s and 1930’s when 
even religion was considered a 
racket. This is a real danger. Peo- 
ple are wondering if anything or 
anybody is sincere. They are be- 
ginning to suspect everything.” 

Graham felt that this new period 
of cynicism might be “in the wake 
of the television quiz scandals, 
the revelations of widespread 
cheatings in the schools, and the 
stories that employees are stealing 
from their employers.” 





JOHN CALVIN ANNIVERSARY YEAR 


GENEVA—These landmarks as- 


sociated with John Calvin’s life as- 
sume greater significance this year 
as celebrations are held in various 
parts of the world marking the 


450th anniversary of the great re- 
former’s birth.

The original 
building was destroyed by fire in 
1706. At the right is the Cathedral 





of St. Pierre, where Calvin did 
much of his preaching. The cathe- 
dral was first built in 1034, and 
was remodeled in the 12th and 13th 
centuries. The spire, added in 1899, 


is 223 feet high. Another Calvin 
anniversary this year is the 400th 
of the founding of Calvin Academy 
and the publication of his “Insti- 
tutes of the Christian Religion.”
